Judge George Lester Bell, of the 
civil division of Fulton county supe- 
rior court, one of the state's foremost 
jurists, died at his’ residence, 26 
Peachtree way, shortly after 7 
o'clock Monday night after an illness 
of a week. Although he had been 
confined to his home for a_ week, 
Judge Bell's death came suddenly aft- 
er an acute attack of asthma from 
which he had suffered since child- 
hood. 

Judge Bell was the first man ap- 


pointed to the judgeship of the civil | 


division of the superior court after 
it was created by an act of the state 
legislature in 1909. le had held that 
position since without a contest in any 
election. 

Born at Cumming. 

He was born March 10, 1857, at 
Cumming, the son of Hiram P. Bell 
and Virginia Lester Bell. His father 
was a native of Jackson county, Geor- 
gia, and his mother was born at 
Lawrenceville. 

Hiram I’. Bell was one of the lead- 
Ing citizens of the state and during 
the war was a member of the Con- 
federate congress and an officer in 
ite army. He was one of 
the first United States senators from 
Georgia after reconstruction days. 

Judge Bell received his early edu- 
cation at Cumming and later entered 
Emory college where he was graduat- 
ed. Later he began the study of law 
and was admitted to the bar in 1877.

As you suggest, why not the state as- 
sume this burden? Every bill so far sug- 
gested carries with it a provision § that 
the state should refund to the counties 
the money, or at least a good part of the 
money, they have expended on the state-aid 
roads, whether on paved roads or other- 
wise, if spent under state supervision. 

The state proposes, in line with the fed- 
eral act and with our Jaw creating the 
highway departinent, to ‘‘construct 
maintain’’ 
the law is obligated to refund all 
expended by the counties. But without a 
bond issue this refund will be deferred 
until the WHOLE SYSTEM is completed. 
Why should we want to wait until the 
counties have gone bankrupt when the state 
can take over this obligation now and pay 
the “WHOLE THING” from the vas tar, 
or whatever motive power that will run ap 
automobile, and pay for the paving of the 
highways of Georgia without a cent of 
ad valorem tax? 

If you left ont anything, it was this— 
that the difference in costs in the main- 
tenance of a paved road and that of swiled- 
clay road or other earth roads will more than 
pay the interest on these bhonds to build 
pavod roads. This, of course, includes the 
costs of rebuilding these roads after five 
to seven years, depending on the traffic. 
Then, why waste this money and still have 
no roads? 

I see that a_ representative suezested 
“that it would not be fair to the counties 
that had already issued bonds or built their 
roads that the state should issue bonds.”’ 
A state bond issue is the only way the 
stnie can be fair to these counties: the 
state can refund to them the money they 
have expended under state supervision on 
the state-aid roads. 

As you say, these counties had better let 
the state assume the construction and re- 
fund to the counties, which will save them 
a heavy ad valorem tax, when the state 
can take it and pay the costs withont a 
penny of ad valorem tax.
